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PREFACE 


The following is a compendium of data on the cost of producing milk 
in Canada. In addition to published reports on studies by various agencies, 
mainly of provincial groups, some unpublished material has been assembled by 
the Regional Offices of the Economics Branch at Truro, Regina and Vancouvere 


This report was prepared at the request of thg Working Party on Dairy 
Industry Analysis, a group brought into being by the Minister of Agriculture 
at the request of the industry. The attention ef the users of this compendium 
should be drawn to the following facts: 


(a) Wide divergencies in the meaning or definition of production 
cost as held by the different agencies. 


(b) The probable mistakes in double counting and omissions in cost 
determination in a few studies. 


(c) The lack of comprehensive and uniform systematic cost studies 
in a majority of the provinces. 


(d) The universal defects of cost studies in using extremely small 
and biased samples of the most progressive and above-the~average 
farms. 


(e) The inevitable large margin of errors in: 


(i) over or under valuation of land, buildings, equipment, 
livestock, pastures and home grown feedstuffs; 


(ii) over or under estimation of the time and value of the 
operator's and family labor: 


(iii) arbitrariness in the selection of interest and depreciation 
rates; and 


(iv) the lack of standard bases for cost allocation te the 
various enterprises on mixed or general farms and to the 
different joint products of the same enterprise, 


Detailed footnotes to each table are given pertaining to some special 
feature of the data presented and the source of the materiale Permission to 
cite the unpublished data should be sought from the original author and the 
original source must be given if the published materials are usede 


Acknowledgment is made of the assistance of provincial officials in 
providing the basic data and to various members of the Economies Branch in 
collecting and compiling these data.
